PERMITTED  ARSENICAL  CATTLE  DIP 

Distributor 

Permission  has  been  granted  to  Atlantic  Mercantile  Co.,  109-123  West  64th 
Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  for  the  distribution  of  Tic-Tox,  an  arsenical  cattle  dip, 
under  the  trade  name  of  Altex,  for  use  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks. 
This  dip  is  manufactured  by  Baird  &  McGuire,  Inc.,  Holbrook,  Mass.  The 
dilution  for  dipping  cattle  for' interstate  movement  is  1  gallon  of  dip  to  not  more 
than  127  gallons  of  water.  This  will  yield  a  solution  containing  not  less  than 
0.22  percent  actual  arsenious  oxide. 

PRESS  MATERIAL  FOR  FIELD  STATIONS 

In  order  to  keep  inspectors  in  charge  and  other  supervisory  employees  in  touch 
with  current  developments  affecting  agriculture  and  related  official  work,  two 
additional  classes  of  Department  publications  are  being  mailed  to  field  stations. 
The  material  consists  of  (1)  a  weekly  summary  of  Department  press  releases  and 
reports,  and  (2)  the  Daily  Digest,  which  is  a  compilation  of  current  public  opinion 
and  related  information.  Although  much  of  this  material  is  unrelated  to  the 
Bureau's  activities,  it  is  nevertheless  desirable  that  employees  be  familiar  with 
the  Department's  work  in  general  and  with  sources  of  information  on  various 
current  subjects  of  public  discussion.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  requested  to  post 
the  material  in  their  offices  or  otherwise  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  members  of 
their  staffs.
